Opinion of Police Judge fiuiitntned

jurisdiction of tbe Police Court, was 
effectually settled in the Circuit Court on 
yesterday, the decision of that Court sus- 
taining the Judge of the Police Court in 
his rulings upon tho subject. 

A party was before the Police Court 
upon a wanant charging tbe defendant 
with using abusive and insulting language, 
the ordinance of the city being the same 
as tlie statute upon the subject. 

Tbe defendant filed an affidavit praying 
for a change of venue to tbe Court of a 
Justice of the Peace, and Judge Wads- 

r orth overruled the mqtion for the 
change, deciding that the Police Court 

ad exclusive jurisdiction of all cases in 

hich a city ordinance had been vio- 
lated. 

The defendant refused to make any de- 
fense, and upon the evidence of the wit- 
nesses for the city a One of |10 was 

The case was taken before Circuit Judge 
Harboson upon a writ of habeas corpus, 
with the above result. 

The Judge of tbe PoliceCourt has at 
times insisted that tbe statute relating 
a change of veuue was not intended to 
relate or apply to the Police Court where 
the charge was an infraction of the ordi 
nances of the city, and has persistently 
and consistently ruled that way, and the 
decision of the Circuit Court sustaining 
Judge Wadsworth may be taken as an in- 
dorsement of his Judgment upon the sub- 
ject.

Itain fell ttt 
e place* on four successive days, and 
>ds prevailed generally over the state. 
The average rainfall in Western counties 
was about 1.00 inch; in the Central, 
about .75 and in the Eastern, 1.10. Dur- 
ing the latter part of the week the tem 
perature rose above the normul. uiM -lie 
weitlier was generally clear. 

WKSTKRN KESTIMKV. 

This was the third week during which 
furra wuik had to he suspended for days 
at a time on account of continuous rains 
in this section of the state, 
localities the effects of too much rain 
have beeu disastrous to crops. Corn- 
fluids have become weedy and grassy.to 
such an extent that some farmers say It 
will bs impossible to clean them. To- 
bacco Melds arc in a similar condition. 
Considerable tobacco has been drowned 
in the lowlands, where the plants will 
have to be reset.

It is too 
wet to cut clover hay which is ripening 
and looks well. Hemp is growing nicely . 
Oats and grasses have improved. Our 
dens are good as a rule. Early corn will 
ripen during the next week or ten days 
if sunshine will prevail. Apples are fall- 
ing from the trees, but with this excep- 
tion fruits are Ui good condition. 

EASTERN KENTUCKY. 

This section has derived the greatest 
benefit from the weather of lb* past week, 
except ii< a few counties in the Northern 
part of the state, the rainfall was just 
equal to the requirements of the crops. 
Ouly a few districts have to complain of 
weeds and grass taking possession of the 
cornfields. Generally speaking corn and 
tobacco are In excellent condition. Cut- 
worms have been operating in this sec- 
tion, but their ravages have not been ex 
tensive. Wheat is in generally poor con- 
dition. It is beginning to ripen while 
the heads are yet very low. Oats, pss- 
lures anil meadows show a msrked la 
provement. Even upon the uplands 
grasses have improved beyond what 
seemed possible a few weeks ago. Gar 
dens look well. Fruits, except apples, 
are plentifuHind fine.
